It grows two 
feet or more tall. The blossoms are medium size (32 to -4 inches) with several rows of laciniated petals. 
The buds are a deep cream, reminiscent of the cream from the milk of a Jersey cow. It is the best of 
several double cream varieties, although | have a small single daisy which is lemon yellow. It is a cross 
between G. Marconi and this small yellow single. Last summer Jersey Cream bloomed continuously from 


late June until late September.
